Cover nud let rise uiitil double 
in hulk or about two hours. Turn out 
and shape into buns, place in a well 
groused pan about .two inches apart 
aiid cover and let'rise again about-one 
hour.

Beat 
into this -three cups''and-four table- 
spoons of flour, and beat until smooth. 
Cover and set'in a warm place, frqa 
from -draught,, for . one hour or unti,! 
light. Beat:to cream.a. half a cup of 
butter and 'two-thirds cup of sugar 
'and ndd with two-thirds cup of seed- 
loss raisin and four and'a half, cups 
of flour, mixed with half a teaspoon of 
salt. Turn out..on a floored board,' 
knead- lightly and place in a greased 
bowl. Cover and let rise until double 
in bulk or about two hours. -Turn :ou!: 
nnd shnpe info buns, place in a well 
greased pan about' two inches apart 
nnd cover and let'rise again about-one 
hour. Beat an egg with a tablespoon 
of water and brush. over the top of 
each bun. With a sharp'knife cut 
cross on top of each bun.1 Bake twenty 
minutes. Just before removing from 
the oven, brush with sugar moistened 
with water. While hot, fill cross with 
plain white frosting.
